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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1-9, 1 1-13, 16 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Chen (6,164,157). 

Regarding claims 1-4 and 22, Chen discloses a seal assembly for a bicycle bottom 
bracket comprising a support (50), an outer seal (60) extending circumferentially around a 
radially outer surface of the support, and an inner seal (70) extending circumferentially around a 
radially inner surface of the support, wherein the support is dimensioned so that a space is 
formed between the radially outer portion of the support and an inner peripheral surface of the 
adapter member (20) so that the radially outer portion of the support faces the inner peripheral 
surface of the adapter member across the space. 

Regarding claims 5-9, 11-13 and 16, Chen discloses a seal assembly wherein the support 
(50) comprises a tubular member and an annular base member wherein the inner seal is disposed 
at a radially inner edge of the base member opposite the inner tubular member. Chen further 
discloses an inner ledge extending from a radially inner side of the base member wherein the 
inner ledge comprises an inner tubular member.

3. Claims 10, 14, 15, 17-21 and 23-36 are allowed
